Hope  this  email  finds  you  well.  I wanted  to  reach  out  to  you  all  because  I 
know  how  instrumental  you  both  have  been  and  continue  to  be  in  the 
ongoing  revitalization  of  downtown.  Jon  recently  read  about  a program 
(http://www.citvweeklv.net/TheDailvFeed/archives/2014/03/31/advocates- 

renew-call-for-pennies-for-providers-not-panhandlers)  which  we  discussed 
internally  and  all  wanted  to  be  a part  of  implementing  in  Los  Angeles. 

Much  like  Utah,  LA  has  been  converting  its  meters  to  electronic  ones  and 
we  wanted  to  see  if  we  could  come  up  with  a way  to  work  together  on 
implementing  this  throughout  the  historic  core. 

If  the  City  doesn't  have  the  old  meters,  we  are  okay  to  buy  new  ones  and 
are  fine  with  taking  the  lead  in  developing  the  program,  installing  the 
meters,  maintaining  them  and  managing  their  operation  and  even 
providing  a matching  grant  for  a portion  of  the  funds  raised  through  it. 
Before  we  went  through  with  it  however,  we  wanted  to  find  out  the 
following: 

1 . Does  the  City  have  meters  it  can  provide  or  should  we  look  to  purchase 
meters  (which  we  would  paint  another  color  to  make  visible  and  stand  out 
along  with  explanatory  placards  [see  attachment]  so  people  can 
distinguish  and  understand)? 

2.  Do  we  need  some  sort  of  BOE  permit  for  installing  them  in  the  right  of 
way  and  who  can  we  discuss  with  this? 

3.  Do  you  have  any  suggestions  as  to  which  service  providers  you  would 
like  to  see  the  funds  go  to? 

4.  Would  the  Council  Member  support  this  idea  throughout  the  historic 
core  (and  possibly  expanding  later)  and  like  to  do  a press  conference 
announcing  it? 

We  are  very  eager  and  motivated  to  get  this  going  as  we  feel  it  would  be  a 
nice  way  to  give  back  and  help  you  in  your  work.
